Explosions and a Flood of Burning Oil, 


At 11:30 o’clock this forenoon a large pro- 


portion of the population of the city was dis- 
tributed along the banks and bridges of the 
Allegheny River and Oil Creek watching the 
rise of ‘the flood in both streams, the chief 
cause of the rise of the latter being due to a 

cloudburst above Titusville last night which 
resulted in the loss of many lives at that 


point. At the time mentioned this forenoon 
nan ominous covering of oil made its appear- 


ance on the crest of the flood pouring down 
the Oil Creek Valley, and the dangerous fore- 
boding waves of gas from distillate and ben- 
zine could ve seen above the surface of the 
stream. People began slowly to fall back 
from the bridge and thie creek, but they had 
hardly begun to do so when an explosion was 
heard up the stream which was rapidly fol- 
lowed by two others, and, quick as a flash of 
lightning, the creek for a distance of two. 
miles was filled with an awful mass of roaring 
flames and billows of smoke that rolled high 
above the creek and river hills. No pen can 
picture the scene then witnessed. 

Oil City is bounded on all sides by steep 
hills, Oil. Creek comes down the valley from 
the north and, just before its confluence here 
with the Allegheny, is crossed by a bridge to 
the portion of the city embraced in the Third 
Ward, which lies along the west bank of the 
ereek and the north bank of the river. 

Town on Fire Within Three Minutes. 

Almost all portion of the town was on 
‘fire within three minutes of the time of the ex- 
’ plosion, umd no one,knows as yet how many of 
the inhabitants are in the ruins ot their 
t homes. 

Tun Talk xn correspondent stood at the 
time of the first explosion at the east end of

people in the mad flight for places of safety. 

Just as this frantic inass of humanity had 
started up Center street the second explosion 
occurred, knocking many people down, shat- 
termg the windows in the main part of the 
town, and almost transforming the day to 
night with the immegse expanse of smoke pre- 
ceding the second burst of flame. 

Hundreds of people thought the day of 
judgment had come, and many prayers were 
heard mingling with the moans and lamenta- 
tions of the fleeing multitude. The heat was 
intense, and the weird and awful spectacle 
presented to the panic-stricken people was 
that a cloud-burst of fire, bordered and over- 
capped by a great canopy of dense black 
smoke, was falling upon the city. 

It was no wonder that people wept and 
fainted, leaving everything behind them, and 
ran or were helped to the hills. And after 
they were out of danger came the anxiety and 
suspense of relatives and friends, wh#had 
been along the creek watching the flood when 
the avalanche of flame came. They have 
since been searching for the missing ones and 
the city tonight is full of the searchers. 
Jumped to Escape Death in the Flames. 


The flood in the Oil Creek Valley has inun- 
dated the upper portion of the town, flooding 


| from fifty to seventy-five houses along North 


Seneca street. The most of their inmates 
reached places of safety by the use of boats 
or by swimming and wading, but a number of 
them were yet in the upper stories or in the 
water when the fire camo and their fate was 
quickly sealed. Some of them were seen to 
jump into the water to escape death in the 
flames. From the remnants of the only build- 
ing-remaining in this waste after the flood 
three persons were removed in a boat severely 
burned but alive—Mrs. Hawk and daughter 
and Mr. Hassenfritz. 

The distillate and benzine on the creck 
came from atank lifted by the flood and is 
supposed to have been ignited by a spark 
from an engine on the Lake Shore road, just 
above the tunnel at the northern part of the 
city: The fire shot up the creek as well as 
down and several tanks are on fire at a num- 
ber of the refineries above. But it is believed 
that their burning contents can be kept within 
the tanks and that a second baptism of fire 
may be averted. 

The damage of property by fire alone can- 
not be even fairly approximated. The Belle 
vue Hotel petroleum house, the Oil City Bar- 
rel Factory, the new building of the Oil City 
Tube Works, the big furniture and undertak- 
ing establishment of George Paul & Sons, and 
probably 100 dwelling houses have been totally 
destroyed. 

The Fire Department kept the fire from 
crossing to the central portion of the town, 
except in one instance, when Trinity Church 
caught fire, but the department succeeded in 
saving the building as well as the two bridges. 

Notwithstanding the assurance that no dan- 
ger will result from the fire at the tanks up 
the creek few people will sleep a wink in the 
city tonight. Mayor W. G. Hunt has sworn 
in the members of Company D 
of the ee to serve as 
special policemen until further notice. 

Ou Creek usually is not more than a foot 
deep at this point, where it empties into the 
Allegheny River, and about 100 yards wide. 
Directly at its mouth is the iron bridge of the 
New York, Pennsylva Ohio a ee Lilros 
r = stream is 
the iron and wooden A of tae con- 
necting the Third Ward with the city proper. 
On the east side of the creek is Trinity Meth- 
odist church on one side of Center street and 
the Derrick office and Oil Exchange opposite. 
Across the creek and built up squarely from 
the water’s edge was the hotel and livery sta- 
ble of J. B. Reinold and the furniture house 
of Paul & Sons. These buildings were built 
on a narrow strip between the creek and the 
hills, which rise precipitously immediately 
back of them. 

Buried Under an Fxploded Tank. 

About half a mile from tne postoffice, north- 
ward from here, on the Western New York 
and Pennsylvania railroad a tank filled with 
gasoline was standing on a siding. Some 
young men passing noticed that the tank was 
leaking, and knowing its explosive nature, and 
seeing a shifting engine approach, ran up the 
side of a hill where they turned, and looking 
down asthe engine passed witnessed a fear- 
ful sight. A mass of flame shot 100 feet into 
the air and the earth seemed to shake with an 
awful tremér. The engineer and firemen 
were seen jumping from the cab, and it is 


- supposed they were burned to death or killed 
| by 


the force of the explosion. 
In an instant the flames swept madly over the 
entire upper part of the city, which is flooded 
by the oily waters of the creek. Men, women, 
and children who were moving from their 
houses were caught by the deadly flames and 
if not burned to death outright were drowned 
in the raging flood. 

At this end of the city was another iron a 
wooden bridge which went down five minutes 
after the fire started, the hugh iron structure 
being broken and swept away like so much 
kindling wood. From this bridge southward 
for a quarter of a mile the entire town is de- 
stroyed and the fire is still raging. 

Danger That Other Tanks Will Explode. 

The fire department are making heroic 
efforts to stop the flames and are risking their 
lives every instant, as it is not known at what 
monient many of the immense oil tanks above 
here will burst and send their burning con- 
tents down upon them. 

The Imperial Refining company’s large 
tanks are visible from here and all are burn- 
ing, and it is greatly feared that the burning 
oil will again come down the creek. If it 
should, little of the business portion of the 
city will remain standing. 

Paul & Sons’ furniture house, a four-story 
building, was swept away with $30,000 worth 
of stock, furniture, etc. Reinbold’s hotel and 
livery stable were destroyed in afew moments, 
and Mr. Reinbold and two others who have 
not been identified were burned to death. 
These three bodies have been recovered. 

About half of the Third Ward has been 
destroyed and the fire is still doing its awful 
work in this part of the city. People are 
panicstricken all over town, and all the after- 
noon mothers have been running about madly 
looking for their lost children. Fathers of 
families are searching for their children and 
endeavoring to get them all together in a place 
of safety. 

It is almost impossible to find words to de- 
scribe this awful calamity and at this time no 
one has any idea of the number of lives that 

‘have been lost. 

Brave Rescue of a Woman and Children. 

Out of the smoke and flames of the tube 
mill, and the whirling waters that surrounded 
it, with houses fallmg and burning all 
around, it did not seem that any life could 
come. Late this afternoon, however, some 
persons passing along the railroad 
track heard cries of distress from 
the barrel works. In a few 
minutes members of the relief corps were on 
the spot. As the smoke lifted for an instant 


. portions of the fence. Between these unfort- 


unates and land the angry flood 
whieled, while on the other side and 
nearly scorching them were piles 
of burnmg wreckage. A raft was 
started to bring them to shore, but in an in- 
stant it was whirled away by the waters and 
the brave occupants narrowly escaped drown- 
ing. The only way the poor creatures could 


be rescued was in the immediate vicinity of 


the burning oil tanks, which, heated as they 
were, threatened, to boil over eyery moment. 

While the rescuers were debating the ques- 
tion the smoke lifted still more, and 
far out in the angry flood three more 
half-drowned figures were seen clinging 
desperately to some wreckage. Then, when 
others saw that help was at hand, cries arose 
on all sides and it was found that thirteen un- 
fortunates still lived in all that mass of water 
and mass of flames. There had been fifteen 
just a few minutes before, but exhausted 
nature gave way, and a woman with her child 
slipped into the flood and were not seen 
again. Those still alive were clinging to 
fences or standing in shallow water. 

A call was made for boats, and, while these 
were being brought, J. H. Payne, Mike Hen- 
nessy, and a man named Martin of Silverly- 
ville, with a stranger, started to wade the flood 
to rescue the distressed women at 
least. At times the water was over 
the heads of the brave men, who swam far out 
in the whirling stream and finally reached che 
distressed party. It consisted of Mrs. Feeny 
and five children. Ihe brave mother was 
almost dead—scorched and half strangled. 
It seemed impossible that she could hold 
all her children safely until assistance 
arrived. She would not let any of them go, 
but held to all and saved them. She wel- 
comed the rescuers with a burst of tears of 
gratitude, and all were safely brought to land. 

Everything in Ruins for Miles. 

For miles up the creek on both sides every 
thing is in ruins and hundreds of families 
have been rendered homeless. The fire came 
so suddenly and so unexpectedly that little if 
any property has been saved along this stream, 
and the sky for miles around is still black 
with the smoke from burning dwellings and 
oil tanks, 

When the two explosions occurred this 
morning people were knocked down by the 
foree of the shocks, and every window for two 
squares along Center street was broken. Fall- 
ing glass added to the danger and several peo- 
ple were slightly cut. One young girl was 
picked up out of the mud on this street after 
the crowd had passed over her. She was badly 
bruised and cut but not seriously injured, it is 
thought. 

The panic at this time was something awful 


and it is remarkable that none were killed by 


the horses and by the wild mob, as it was a 
case of every one for himself. The flames 
and smoke covered the entire lower part of 
the city and it seemed that the entire lower 
part of the city was doomed to destruction. 

The water in Oil Creek is falling slowly at 
this time and it is hoped the worst is over and 
no more lives will be lost. The creek is fif- 
teen feet deep and 100 yards wide now and in 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant has never 
been so high before. 

Can Do Little to Stop the Flames, 
Ld ng dase of 5 2 end. 100 


Drumset can 2 little to stop the flames. 
This part of the city cannot be reached at all 
and Seneca street, up to within four squares 
of the postoffice, is blockaded with lumber- 
heds and roofs of houses which have flooded 
down from above. Nothing seems to be ex- 
aggerated and affairs are appalling. 

Will Shafer’s body has been taken to the 
undertaking establishment.on the South Side, 


where many Franklin people have visited it. 


The body is hardly recognizable, except from 
his name on the fixture of his watch-charm. 
John Reinbold’s body has just been recov- 
ered, and is but slightly mutilated. 

The loss of property is estimated from 
$1,000,000 to $1,500,000. 

Up to 5p. m. from fifteen to twenty bodies 
have been recovered and identified, and the 
death list will figure up much larger, some 
placing it as high as fifty. 

Militia Doing Guard Duty. 

The Oil City Greys, Company D, Sixteenth 
Regiment, are out in full on guard and 
will remain on -duty all night. Franklin is 
largely represented and at least 500 are wit- 
nessing this terrible ruin. Many wild rumors 
are floating around. 

At this writing the worst is perhaps over 
and a heaving rain is falling. The Alleghany 
River is about stationary, but so far not re- 
ceding. The New Yurk, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio bridge over Oil Creek, upon which some 
cars were placed for protection, seems intact, 
although it isin a crippled condition. The 
Sycamore street bridge is in good shape, ex- 
cept small damage on the west end. Burning 
material can be seen as far down the river as 
the old Moran House, about one mile below 
town. 

It is reported that Sam Leader of Rouseville 
saved twenty-five lives of people floating down 
the creek. He used his boat during the height 
of the flood, and great praise is due him. 

Nine tanks of the Imperial Refinery com- 
pany on Oil Creek are now burning. 

A meeting of the relief association has just 
been held at which several thousand dollars 
was subscribed for the homeless. 

Emlenton, another oil town between Oil 
City and Titusville, is also reported to have 
suffered greatly from the flood. 


TERRIBLE SCENES AT OIL CITY, 


Description of the Disaster by Eye-Wit- 

nesses—Pittsburg Res ponds. 
, PirrspurG, Pa., June 5.—Col. Burns, ex- 
Chief of Police of Buffalo, N. Y., and now in 
the secret service of that city, left here last 
night for Buffalo, He was unable to pass Oil 
City, and returned to Pittsburg this évening. 
In an interview Col. Burns says the scenes in 
the devastated district are simply indescriba- 
ble. Oil Creek is higher than ever before 
known in its history. All bridges have been 
swept away, and all railroads are tied up 
completely north of the high water. The 
flood was started, said Col. Burns, by the 
cloudburst, which overflowed the streams to 
an inconceivable extent. It is supposed that 
the oil tanks above Oil City were struck by 
lightning. The explosion which followed 
scattered the Durning petroleum in all direc- 
tions, and as it floated down the creeks, which 
had become rivers, it set on fire all in its 
path. Wherever the water touched there the 
fire was, and before such an all-encompassing 
calamity the people wore powerless. It was 
thought that between Oil City and Titusvilie, 
a distance of eighteen miles, all property in 
the narrow valleys had been either totally de- 
stroyed or greatly damaged. 

Maj. T. C. Cronin, a resident of Massachu- 
setts, was in Oil City when the disaster came. 
He says that in the Third Ward, on the west 
side ot Oil Creek, the dead must number 100 
persons. The people there had no means of 


| escape, but in the other parts of the city the 


| 


situation is 5 ust so bad. Hesaw floating Soir | 


stream the bodies of a woman and a baby, 
supposed to have come from Titusville. Maj, 
Cronin makes the statement that there is no 
doubt that many of the drowned became en- 
tangled in the floating débris which sooner or 
later caught fire, These bodies were burned 
and for this reason he believes that a complete 


and accurate list of the dead-can never be ob- 


tained. 

Within two hours after the first news of the 
disaster was received in this city a call was 
issued by the President of the Council, in the 
absence of the Mayor, who is out of the city, 
asking relief for the sufferers. With Pitts- 
burg’s characteristic generosity the call was 
responded to and several thousand dollars has 
already been subscribed. Mayor Gourley will 
arrive home in the morning and will issue a 
eall fora public meeting in the afternoon. 
The rivers are rising here and from twenty- 
two to twenty-six feet of water is expected 
here within the next twelve hours. This will 
flood the lowlands, but will do no serious 
damage. 

Of the devastated cities, Titusville has a 
population of 10,000 and Oil City 12,000, 


TWO HUNDRED DEAD AT TITUSVILLE. 


Scenes the Same as at Oil City, and the 
Destruction as Great. 

Trrusviuusz, Pa., J ung; 5.— Special. ]—This 
city is passing through the largest flood, at- 
tended with fire, together with large loss of 
life, that it has ever experienced. Though 
the fire is still raging, the latter is now under 
control. The estimate of actual loss wil! 
foot up between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. 
The loss of life will be from seventy to 200 peo- 
ple, composed mostly of the working classes.

Caused by Three Cloudbursts. 


Three cloudbursts occurred early last even- 
ing, two fifteen and twenty miles north, while 
the third was at Titusville, fifteen miles south- 
west. This caused the sudden rising of the 
waters of Oil Creek, breaking the Spartans- 
burg dam and enveloping the southern portion 
of the city in a mass of surging waters. The 
natural channel of Oil Creek does not exceed 
100 feet, but at 9 o’clock the banks were over- 
flowed and kept cGontinually rising until at 3 


o’clock this morning the waters were fully 


halfa mule wide, inundating the principal 
manufactories, business houses, and resi- 
dences, 

At 2:30 a. m. a boiler at John Schwartz & 
Co. 's oil refinery, which was submerged, burst, 
enveloping the whole plant in flames. Within 
an hour the International oil refinery took 
fire and this soon communicated to Rice, 
Robinson & Foggan’s refinery. 

Death and destruction were met on every 
hand by the occupants of houses and em- 
ployés of the manufacturies in their efforts 
for life. | 

The whole city tarned out and did what 
could be done towards rescuing those who 
were in danger. While alarge number were 
Saved many met their death before relief 
could reach them, the waters covering so 
much area. 1 

Burning Oil Plowed a Furrow. 

The burning oil from overheated tanks 
made its way in strong currents through 
Blow’s stave and barrel works, the Western 
New York and Pennsylvania railway freight 
depot and offices, S. S. Bryan’s hardware 
storage house. C. Wilson & Sons’ sucker rod 
factory, the Titusville radiator works, and 
Casper Son’s furniture factory, reducing them 
totally to ashes. 

The principal manufacturers who suffer 
from the devastating waters were the Titusville 
iron works, Cyclops steel works, American 
oil works, Western Refining company, 
National oil works, Climax Gasoline com- 
pany, Titusville Refining company, Acme 
extract works, L. Beebe & Son’s tannery, 
Edwards Bros.’ and George Stephens’ stave 
and barrel works. 

Oil Creek overflowed its banks from the 
west end above the water and gas works to 
the city line below. For hours it assumed the 
proportions of an almost resistless flood, 
reaching almost up to the line of Spring 
street. The city is without fuel and electric 
lights; the water-works and gas-works.are sur- 
rounded by water and inundated. The Perry 
street and Franklin street iron bridges have 
been swept away. Scores of cheap dwelliny- 
houses in the lower part of the city, on Me- 
chanic street and vicinity, have been de- 
stroyed, and scores of lives have been lost, 
some being burned, but the majority perish- 
ing by drowning. 

Thousands Witnessed the Scene. 

The scene presented by the rushing waters 
surging through the lower part of the city as 
witnessed by thousands of citizens was one of 
utter desolation. When morning broke hun- 
dreds of anxious people looked out of the 
windows or stood on the roofs of the houses 
waiting for a helping hand and trembling for 
their fate. Stromg and brave men, by means 
of boats and ropes, succeeded in reaching and 
saving those who had asecure position till 
help arrived or till the waters began to recede, 
To add to the horror of the scene rain fell in 
torrents and fire broke out in the refineries at 


| different points and the burving oil sweeping 


down the current was communicated to other 
manufacturing plants and establishments and 
the destruction was increased a hundred fold. 

The freight office of the Western New York 
and Pennsylvania railroad was burned with 
its contents, including all the books and 


papers of the freight office and $10,000 worth 


of jmerchandise received for delivery, and a 
large amount of furniture awaiting shipment. 
A large number of loaded oil cars on itstracks 
wefe burned. 

Duninrk and Allegheny Valley depot 


.wag flooded to the depth of four feet and un- 


injared. The freight depot, well filled with 
merchandise, escaped entirely, even damage 
by water. But a train of cars loaded with 
merchandise, which arrived Saturday night, 
was burned upon its tracks. 

A large amount of the loss to the stores, 
residences, and manufactories will probably 
be covered by insurance, but in the con- 
fusion it is almost impossible to give a de- 
tailed estimate. 

The Rev. Mr. Stevenson of the Presbyterian 
Church and Dr. Henry Burdon of the Episco- 
pal Church were out of town, having joined 
an excursion party at Canadohota Lake.

ville and the bridges on the turnpike have 
been swept away. Among the citizens de- 
tained at Canadohota at this crisis, when their 
presence is desired, are Mayor Emerson, O. 
N. Payne, manager of the National Transit, 
Supt. Streeter of the public schools, and all 
the teachers of the high school, M. E. Luce, 
manager of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, Lawyer Byles of the Galena works, 
W. T. Scheide, M. E. Hogg of the Commer- 
cial Bank, and a score of others with their 
families. 

The Galena Oil company, the Titusville Re- 
fining company, the Western Refining com- 
pany, the American Refining company, and 
the Oil Creek Refining company are intact or 
slightly damaged by water. The Titusville 
Iron Works were flooded, but only slightly 
damaged. The T. C. Joy Radiator company, 
the Cyclops Steel Works, and the Acme Ex- 
tract company had a narrow escape, with only 
slight damage by water. The Queen City 
Tannery, which was m the direct sweep of 
the flood, sustained so other loss except the 
spoiling of the tanning liquor in 300 vats, and 
will resume full operation immediately. 

Another Refinery on Fire. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the Oil Creek refinery 
caught fire and is now burning, with no hopes 
ofsaving it. This was the only refinery re- 
maining standing in the western part of the 
city. 

The Queen City tannery, owned by L. Beebe 
& Sons of Boston, is now threatened, owing to 
its being near the Oil Creek Refining works. 
Thousands of ready and willing hands were 
here fighting the flames as they advanced. 

The immediate danger of the main business 
portion of the city and private residences from 
catching fire is now past, and as the waters 
are receding rapidly, unless rains tonight 
increase the tributaries to the creek, all dan- 
ger will be past and nothing will remain but

A bird’s-eye view 2 . n as the 
smoke from the burning oil on the waters 
rol's away discloses a pitiful sight. nothing 
but a mass of burned and flooded ruins from 
Monroe street east to the most eastern line of 
the city limits. The streets lie filled full of 
débris, overturned houses half burned, parts 


of what were once railroad cars, and empty 


oil barrels. A great deal of live stock was 
lest, and it will take days to get the streets in 
a passable condition.

Temporary Hospitals Provided, 

Standing buildings have been turned into 
temporary morgues and with the exception of 
seven Hebrews and two children all the bodies 
so far recovered have been taken there. Most 
of the bodies are burned by oil, many beyond 
recognition. 

The Woods refinery and wax plant was 
not consumed as first reported, but took fire 
at 8 o’clock tonight, and there seems to be little 
hope of saving it and adjacent property. Con- 
servative estimates on the three burned re- 
fineries make the loss $200,000, without in- 
cluding the Woods refinery now burning. The 
total loss in this city is at least $1,000,000, 
with only partial insurance. 

Work of Usearthing the Dead. 

The work of unearthing the dead has been 
abandoned for the night, as the illuminating 
gas works and electric light plant are under 
water and the city is in total darkness, Work 
will be resumed at daybreak. 

Among the incidents to be related was the 
finding of a woman witha baby closely clasped 
to her breast, both burned to a crisp. 

A pathetic scene to witness was the recogni- 
tion by Jacob Bmgenheimer of his wife and 
seven children. He had been taking the gold 
cure at a Keeley institute located at Tionesta 
and hearing of the flood drove overland, 
reaching here just in time to identify the lost 
family as they were taken from the scene of 
the wreck. 

Several charred remains have already been 
exhumed, burned beyond recognition. Every 
undertaker’s room in the city is filled with 
drowned and blackened corpses, and they 
begged the rescuers to desist until daylight as 
they had all the dead bodies they could pos- 
sibly handle during the night. 

The niagnificent effort of Anto Daub, an 
old soldier who handled a skiff over the swift- 
est rapids, is to be praised for saving many 
hundreds that would never have been rescued 
without his aid. 

It is generally believed that most of the 
works destroyed will be rebuilt at once as soon 
as the insurance is settled. 

Franklin is also afflicted by floods. Re- 
ports are meager, but from what can be 
learned the burning oil following the stream 


of Oil Creek is doing much damage to proper- 


ty adjacent to the overflowed banks of the 
creek. 

A refinery at Rouseville, on the way down, 1s 
reported burned.

All bridges are down and streams are im- 
passable. 

Wails Heard from Submerged Houses. 

The waters of Oil Creek are rushing through 
the lower part of town with resistless fury over 
piles of drift-wood, and from houses in mo- 
mentary danger of complete wreckage come 
the wails of women and children and the calls 
for aid from men and boys. Stardy men with 
boats and ropes nave already rescued hundreds. 
Fulty 100 bodies have been seen going down

When the cry rang out that the Crescent 


Oil Refinery, owned by John Schwartz & Co., 


was on fire pandemonium broke loose and 
reigned supreme. Thousands of people 
rushed pellmell through the streets, tumbling 
over and knocking each other down in their 
aimless endeavorsto escape. The lurid light 
revealed an appalling sight. 
the roofs and m the windows of 
the upper stories uf most of the houses in the 
flooded} district appeared men, women, and 
children, dressed mostly in their night robes, 
and piteously asking for aid, in voices often 


impossible to be heard above the terrible 


noise of flood and fire, clinging to the drift- 
wood ana timbers of wrecked houses. Many 
went hopelessly down stream with ter 
smitten faces and desperate, but unavaili 
struggles. 

An hour after the Crescent Works took fire 
the oil from uptarned tanks up the creek 
came down, and taking fire made a river of 
flames appalling to contemplate. 

This fire communicated with the large re- 
finery known as the International, owned by J. 
P. Thomas & Co, This in turn set fire to 
the Rice, Robinson & Foggan’s refinery and 
soap works and ali were burned. The wind 
from the south was blowing volumes of smoke 
and sparks over the main portion of the city 
and it looked as if the whole town was 
doomed. Every conceivable species of con- 
veyance was forced into requisition for the 
purpose of moving household goods to the 
hills north of the city. 

Subscriptions for Relief. 

No church services were held today in any 
of the churches.
